The first two weeks of this school was of doubtful success: The 
teacher, encouraged by advice, gained and secured [the entire con- 
trol of her pupils. Quiet and order being restored, and all whisper-

There are five cases reported by the Teachers of scholars who » 
tended the whole term, not having been absent one half day during 
the school, two in Dist. No. 2, one‘in Dist. No. 3, two in Dist. No. 
4, ‘This is very commendable, and as it should be, when health will 
permit. 

It is the opinion of your committee that the irregular attendance of 
scholars is one great reason why our schools are not more prosperous. 
The blame of this must be borne both by parents and children. 

We all know how hard it is to get just what pleases us even when 
we have the whole control of the matter. Nowif a Teacher is em- 
ployed that does not quite come up to our ideas, let us not dis- 
courage our children by speaking slightinglyof the Teacher, thus de- 
stroying their relish for school, but rather encourage them as best we 
may by any assistance we can render them and by frequent visits to 
the school room. ‘This will be one step in the right direction, and 
will hasten the time when we shall have better schools throughout 


the town.
